•he United States advanced on her T. O. TJ. 
during the war.

Maneuver to the French "unofficial" statement 
to the press that a proposal for funding the 
debt would be made. 
Both are intended more 


or less for public effect. France is anxious to 
create a friendly feeling toward her in this 
country. The United States is putting pressure 
en France with the only lever available—the 
French debt. 


Both governments, probably, are looking 


ahead to the forthcoming reparation? confer- 
ence, at which the United States will be "un- 
'.fnciaUy" represented by financiers approved 
•y the state departmnnt. France wants to cstab- 


"::-h a sympathetic credit in place of the hos- 
:;!ity which has been becoming more and more 
f.ident in this country as French activity on 
the Ruhr and in the Rhinelancl developed. 
The 


United States wishes to checkmate this effort 
to enlist American opinion for French pur- 
poses, and at the same time to serve notice that 
this country will have something to say at the 
conference and something to say it with in the 
way of the French debt.
